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The Bomb Shelter of Rochester

There is a house in Rochester, a house co-owned 
by Tom Skrutski and George Dornblaser, which has a fully 
equipped bomb shelter in the basement. 

This house, which at one time was known as 
"The George Bonney House/' and will be known again by 
that name, was most recently called "Dempsey's Village 
Sampler/ 7 From 1987 till only a few years ago the Village 
Sampler was in business, selling gifts and trinkets. Before 
that, the house was owned by various families and before 
that even, in the 1800's it was run for a time as a tavern. 

At the very beginning, this house was built by 
George Bonney and his brother Charles, in 1826. The 
Bonney brothers were traders, and they purchased cotton 
cloth which they had made into clothes for the slaves in 
the south. The clothes were sold to southern slave own- 
ers, and were in fact the first ready-made clothing in the 
United States. 

Both George and Charles Bonney were known 
names in Rochester during the 19th century. The brothers 
held various town offices in addition to maintaining their 
clothing business. A room in the attic of The George Bon- 
ney House was at one point used to house slaves. 

Later, after the Bonney brothers had sold the 
property, the house was owned by the Holmes family and 
was called during their ownership "Holmeland." 

From 1969 until 1971 the house was owned by 
the Plumb family and they again renamed the house "The 
Plumb House." 

The bomb shelter was built in the 1940's in the 
midst of World War II. The shelter is in the basement, 
and was complete with bunks, which are still there. The 
George Bonney House is the only house in the area with a 
bomb shelter, which makes it unique and intriguing for its 
neighbors. 

Today the twelve room, five bedroom and two 
bath house is being turned into independent senior liv- 
ing. There are a number of barns on the property as well. 
There will be four units once everything is complete. The 
bomb shelter will be kept and used possibly as a wine cel- 
lar. 

Mr. Skrutski and Mr. Dornblaser purchased The 
George Bonney House in May of this year, with a vision of 
restoring some of the history to the place. They are achiev- 
ing this by using its first name, as well as keeping the 
house in its original style. Mr. Skrutski added that, "Fm 
striving to make it look like it did in the 1800's." Evidently

ORR School Committee Meeting 

September 9, 2009

A regular meeting of the Old Rochester Regional 
School Committee was called to order by Chairperson 
Robert Nectow on September 9, 2009 at 6:00 pm. All nine 
committee members and Superintendent William Cooper 
were in attendance. 

This committee meeting was the final meeting 
for Mr. Nectow, who announced his resignation from the 
school committee in July. "I want to thank everyone for 
their support over the past five years," Mr. Nectow said. 
"It's been quite a ride. We made a big difference as a team, 
and I thank each of you for your support over the years." 

Mr. Cooper took the opportunity to thank Mr. 
Nectow for his years of service. "You've been a great 
asset," he said. "A lot of this is thankless duty, but it is an 
important duty." 

According to Mr. Cooper, the 2009/2010 school 
year is "off to a flying start. When you've got 70 degrees 
and sunshine, it's hard to cry," he said. 

The most important matter of the evening was 
promptly brought to the committee's attention, and that 
was the topic of eastern equine encephalitis (EEE), and 
recent samples of West Nile that had been found in New 
Bedford. On Wednesday, September 16, the schoolyards 
and fields of ORR district schools will be sprayed with 
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an insecticide called // Duet ,/ . "This presents a logistical 
nightmare/ 7 Mr. Cooper said. "Duet is different from 
previous mosquito sprays for residual effects. In the 
past, the fields were usable to students again after 24 
hours. This new brand of spray will render the fields and 
schoolyards unusable for a full 72 hours." 

"We have not gotten [orders] on curtailing 
activities yet," Mr. Cooper said. "And as far as I know, 
there have been no human cases of EEE yet." 

School committee member Nick Decas expressed 
concern over the method of spraying. "We should know 
the science behind it instead of randomly spraying," he 
said. 

"Given that people who get triple-E either die or 
are permanently disabled, I think we should spray," said 
Vice Chairperson Peter Bangs. 

The committee then heard an update on the 
H1N1 flu and its potential impact on the 2009-2010 school 
year. Mr. Cooper told the committee that on August 25, 
there was an informational meeting on H1N1, and that 
all school nurses, area health officials, and police chiefs 
voluntarily attended to discuss "what-ifs," i.e. worst-case 
scenarios, concerning the flu strain. On October 15, there 
will be vaccines available to the three town schools for 
the seasonal (not H1N1) flu. Mr. Cooper is hoping for a 
first round of H1N1 flu vaccines for the schools by mid- 
November, followed by a second round in December 
since the H1N1 vaccine is a two-part process. 
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Principal Devoll then presented his report. He 
was impressed by all the parents who made the effort to 
come to the 9th grade orientation. He said that fall sports 
were underway, with Golf being 2-0 and Field Hockey 
being 1-0. 

Open House for the high school will occur on 
September 24 and will start at 7:00 pm. Online grades will 
be available the next day, on September 25. He said that 
there would be a pep rally on September 11 to celebrate 
heroes, and that the pep rally will be part of a national 
cheerleading event. 

Mr. Devoll informed the committee that the 
school librarian has asked to institute a late fee for 
returned books. Up until this point, there were no late

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fees. Since the committee was surprised that there were 
no fees, no action was taken, and the school library will 
institute a late fee of between five to ten cents a day. 

Principal Brogioli then gave his update on ORR 
Junior High. He said that the newly hired teachers were 
doing well, and that the 7th grade opening day cookout 
was a success. Open house for the junior high school 
will take place on September 16 at 7:00 pm. He said that 
the Obama speech went off without too much incident - 
three parents called to complain, and one parent called 
in support of the school decision to show the presidential 
address. 

According to Mr. Brogioli, the first five weeks of 
school will include intramural sports. He is hoping for a 
good participation turnout. 

The minutes of the previous ORR school committee 
meeting were then approved, and the committee then 
reviewed an ARRA-IDEA grant summary. ARRA is a 
federal grant program to fund activities that will, in the 
short-term, save and create jobs, and in the long-term, will 
strengthen education and improve results for students. 

Half of the $180,000 grant must be used for 
recovery of items that were in the original budget, but 
had to be cut. Recovery items included restoring the 
positions of Educational Interpreter, Community Service 
Learning, a social worker position, ten Mac iBooks for 
special education staff, six multimedia carts equipped with 
document cameras and LCD projectors, and the purchase

of 10 mp3 players and audiobooks. 

The other half of the grant is for investing in 
new positions and resources. The recovery portion of 
the grant was without debate, since these items were 
deemed necessary by the board in previous meetings. 
The investment portion of the proposed grant sparked a 
lengthy discussion about the need of some of the items on 
the investment list, and its impact on future budgets. One 
of the items on the investment portion was the Common 
Formative Assessment Project, which would provide one 
year of professional development to teachers in a project 
that would attempt to assess gaps in student performance. 
The project would begin with grades 1-9, and would 
eventually encompass all grades. The project would only 
require training for a year, and would ideally homogenize 
student education and assessment in the long-term. 

In addition to the Common Formative 
Assessment Project, the investment portion of the grant 
would include 12 new desktop computers, four netbooks, 
four smartboards, two classroom sets of iClickers, a 
new PowerSchool server, SIF software, virus protection 
software, e-mail archiving to achieve federal compliance, 
transportation for students to after school programs, a 
new position for a Special Education /Data Assistant, and 
travel/ conference expenses. 

Chairperson Nectow was concerned that all these 
new investments would require budgetary upkeep when 
items disappeared or got broken. The committee voted 
to apply for the grant, but the vote was not unanimous. 
Chairperson Nectow voted against applying. 

The committee commended Suzanne Sousa for 
the quality of the school food and the cost improvement. 
Ms. Sousa said that the quality and cost improved from 
changing a lot of food items to homemade. This keeps cost 
down and increases quality, which makes more kids buy 
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school lunch. 

The committee then approved the transfer of 
funds for budgetary purposes for both the senior high 
school and the junior high. 

Since Chairperson Nectow will be leaving his 
position, a reorganization of the committee was necessary. 
Chairperson Nectow nominated Mr. Bangs to the 
chairperson position, and Mr. Bangs accepted, leaving his 
Vice Chairperson position open. Mr. Bangs nominated Mr. 
Decas to the vacant position, but Mr. Decas declined. The 
position of Vice Chairperson was ultimately offered to, 
and accepted by, Jim O'Brien. The committee then voted 
to keep Paul Silva as treasurer of the committee. 

There being no more business on the agenda, the 
committee voted to go into executive session at 7:53 pm to 
attend to contract negotiations.

Marion Selectmen's Meeting 

September 15, 2007

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of Select- 
men was called to order on Tuesday September 15, 2009 
at 7:00 pm by Chairman Stephen Cushing. Also in at- 
tendance were Selectmen Roger Blanchette and Jonathan 
Henry Town Administrator Paul Dawson and Assistant 
Town Administrator Helene Craver. 

The Board had a scheduled meeting at 7:05 pm 
with Dr. John Russell, who placed his bid for the Marion 
School Committee seat which has been vacated by Robert 
Nectow. Also at the meeting were Committee Members 
Joe Scott and Paula Meere, who supported his bid for the 
seat. The Board unanimously approved the decision to ap- 
point to the Committee Dr. Russell, who had served eight 
years on the Old Rochester Regional School Committee. 
Dr. Russell did not specify when asked if he will seek the 
position further when the term expires in the spring. 

Judith Rosbe, of The Sippican Historical Society, 
met with the Board at 7:20 pm. She brought forth concep- 
tual art which displayed the plans to construct a more 
"traditional" bandstand and will be holding an antique 
show to raise money for the event. The town's original 
bandstand was destroyed by a hurricane in the 1960's 
and was rebuilt by state hurricane aid funds. The amount 
necessary for the bandstand is estimated to be between 
$100,000 and $150,000 and roughly $40,000 has been 
raised so far. Plans and specs would cost another $12,000 
to $14,000. 

Selectman Blanchette said Town Council would 
have to be gathered in order to discuss the matter further. 
If the Historical Society offers the project to the Town as a 
gift, it could be accepted at the Town Meeting. 

A one-day all alcohol license on November 6, 2009 
has been granted to the Marion Music Hall, which will be 
used by the Gleason Family YMCA. The owners of The 
Wave restaurant will be notified that they will be sum- 
moned to a Selectman's Meeting in the future due to an 
alleged alcohol violation.

Under the Streetlight

For three years, I watched the boys play under 
the streetlight. From the wicker settee on our screened- 
in porch, I could see their silhouettes leaning carelessly 
against it under the yellow light of the lamppost. I 
could never pinpoint their ages. One boy was particu- 
larly small for his age - the other boy was particularly 
heavyset. They both wore grungy old ballcaps with low 
brims, so it was difficult to see their faces. 

During the day, I took my bicycle around the 
neighborhood and tried to find where the boys might 
live. Our neighborhood consisted of mostly older peo- 
ple and childless couples, especially since the Campbell 
family moved away (and took my best friend SeSe with 
them). I never saw the boys during the day, and I never 
saw them playing any where but under the streetlight 
on the corner of our lane and the country highway. 

The summer I turned twelve, my mother told 
me that I was old enough to go out and play in the 
neighborhood after dinner, as long as I was home by 
nine o'clock. This was fine by me, since I much pre- 
ferred the company of my bike over playing cribbage 
with my great-grandmother, Meme, and watching 
countless Jeopardy re-runs. Even if SeSe did move away, 
there were still the cranes in the eel grass to watch, and 
there were still countless stones to throw into the ocean. 
Unlike the other girls in my class, I didn't mind soli- 
tude, and I didn't mind getting dirty. 

My mother only had two rules for playing 
outside after dinner: I had to wear bug spray because 
"she didn't want me to get EEE," and I had to stay away 
from the country highway, because she didn't want me 
to get "squished like a bug." Both of those conditions 
sounded okay with me. 

We lived in a quiet little neighborhood nestled 
behind this country highway that ran along the out- 
skirts of town, and ended in the town center. Since the 
town center only consisted of a barbershop, an old Uni- 



tarian church, and a sandwich shop that only opened 
four days a week, there was very little traffic in our 
area. Just the same, there were more car crashes along 
the country highway route than you would expect. 

"It's those damn young people checking their 
cell phones constantly," my Meme would carry on. 
"They can't keep their mind to the road. If this keeps 
up, we'll run out of stone walls entirely." 

The rock walls along the country highway did 
suffer from a steady stream of accidents. People trav- 
eled too fast on a street that wasn't well-lit. In fact, the 
only streetlight on that lonesome stretch was the one 
at our lane entrance, and that was only installed after 
my great-grandmother complained to the town twenty 
years ago because she couldn't find the street entrance 
at night. 

My mother worked as a nurse, and she worked 
second shift, which meant she wasn't home until late 
three nights a week. After I helped Meme clean up 
dinner (which consisted of me cleaning up while my 
Meme told me how to do it), I sprayed myself with bug 
repellent, and hopped onto my bicycle while Meme 
settled onto the couch in the living room with a glass 
of "water." She always picked clear liquors like gin and 
vodka so I would assume she was drinking something 
harmless. Maybe this was why she couldn't see the 
boys under the streetlight, even when I took her out to 
the screened porch and pointed to them. 

I kept to myself. That's just how I was. So when 
the boys beckoned to me while I was out one evening, 
I assumed they were teasing me from a distance, and 
continued pedaling my bike away from them. 

"You!" the stocky boy yelled. "We just want to 

say hi!" 

I stopped pedaling. I didn't want to be rude, 
but I also didn't want someone to make fun of me. 
"Yeah, come over," the smaller boy said. "We found a 
huge slug. You should see it." 

Big Deal, I thought. A slug. Reluctantly, I ped- 
aled over to the streetlight. My mother's voice echoed 
in my head - stay away from the highway. 

"Hey," I said, as I approached. It was strange 
the way the streetlight cast shadows on our faces in 
the September twilight - even this close, I still couldn't 
distinguish the boys' faces that well. I could see that 
the smaller boy had dimples and an impish grin. The 
heavy boy was dressed in a black woolen jacket that just 
seemed a little too hot for a late summer evening. 

"What's your name?" the little one asked. 

"Helen," I said, dismounting my bike. "What's 

yours?" 

"Hellllllllen," he replied in a deep voice without

Back to 
School

Sorority Row. Starring Briana Evigan and Rumer 
Willis. Directed by Stewart Hendler. Running time: 100 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

As the tough-talking, shotgun-toting house 
mother in Sorority Row, Carrie Fisher seems to be angling 
for a camp-classic performance, something to laugh 
about with her many, much-referenced gay friends. But 
the movie, stupid without a pause, fails her every time. 
Sorority Row throws Fisher away, but then Sorority Row 
throws itself away, too. A loose remake of the dull House 
on Sorority Row (1983), the film has to do with a prank 
gone awry — that creaky standard of teen slasher flicks 
— and the stalking of five Theta Pi girls by someone 
who, uh, knows what they did last summer. Or fall, or 
whenever. 

I can't remember the last widely-released movie 
that looked this dingy and grainy, and I assume the 
look wasn't intentional, as in Grindhouse or the cinema 
of Rob Zombie. For that reason, I was with Sorority Row 
for a little while, even if only visually, as a throwback 
to '80s slashers. But the teenagers in those movies were 
generally allowed a bit more personality — even House 
on Sorority Row (whose director, Mark Rosman, gets to 
have the college in this film named after him; Fm sure 
he'd rather have the money) had Harley Jane Kozak and 
Eileen Davidson. And the earlier film's plot synopsis on 
Wikipedia contains one of the most awesome sentences 
ever written: "Katey grabs the hand gun that was used on 
Mrs. Slater and flees from the clown-costumed Eric, which 
is when she discovers Jeanie's severed head in the toilet." 

No heads in the toilet in the new movie, except 
perhaps off-camera bulimics. That isn't a joke; Sorority 
Row fumbles for relevance by showing how cruel girls can 
be about each others' bodies, and the logical extension 
of this is the rough treatment of one Theta Pi member 
during and after the poorly thought-out prank. With 
Carrie Fisher tippling her way through her small corner of 
the plot, and with Leah Pipes snarking her way through 




her performance as the self-anointed sorority queen with 
an eye to marrying into a major political family, Sorority 
Row actually could' ve been the anti-House Bunny (Rumer 
Willis, apparently everyone's idea of a Greek sister, 
appears in both films), a dark satire that also worked as 
horror. 

Instead, we get a numbingly bland lowest- 
common-denominator snooze with the usual structure. 
(Could a case be made for Agatha Christie being the 
great-grandmother of the slasher subgenre? It all started 
with And Then There Were None.) One attends a motion 
picture such as Sorority Row for gore and nudity as much 
as anything else, but both are in short supply here. The 
killer employs a modified cross wrench, thrown across 
the room into someone's skull and then yanked out with 
a cord. This mode of murder gets boring fast, although 
one unfortunate sister is obliged to swallow a bottle of 
wine more forcefully than she'd intended, and another 
finds herself on the wrong end of a flare gun. The whole 
mess starts when the surviving, upwardly-mobile sisters 
uneasily agree that if the truth about the prank went 
public, their lives would be ruined. I'd rather see an 
honest film about exactly what would happen if they'd 
told the truth. Failing that, a competent, scary, witty 
horror film might' ve been nice. Briana Evigan, as the most 
moral of the sisters, has a casual appeal and seems to 
back away from the movie as much as her character backs 
away from her sisters' willingness to cover up inadvertent 
murder. She, unlike most everyone else here, might have a 
future.

Protect Yourself Against Mosquitoes 

The Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
has announced that Eastern Equine Encephalitis (EEE) 
virus has been found twice in mosquitoes from Freetown, 
and once in New Bedford. EEE was also found in two 
mosquito samples from Mattapoisett on September 4. 
Most recently, samples of mosquitoes containing West 
Nile have been found. 

Avoid Mosquito Bites: Be aware of peak mosquito 
hours. The hours from dusk to dawn are peak biting times 
for many mosquitoes. Consider rescheduling outdoor 
activities that occur during evening or early morning. 
Wearing long-sleeves, long pants and socks when 
outdoors will help keep mosquitoes away from your skin. 

Apply insect repellent when outdoors - use a 
repellent with DEET or oil of lemon eucalyptus according 
to the instructions on the product label. DEET products 
should not be used on infants under two months of age 
and should be used in concentrations of 30% or less on 
older children. Oil of lemon eucalyptus should not be 
used on children under three years of age. 

Mosquito-Proof Your Home: Drain standing water. 
Mosquitoes lay their eggs in standing water. Limit the 
number of places around your home for mosquitoes to

Revolutionary War Reenactment 

In September 1778, during the Revolutionary War, 
the British attacked the villages on the Acushnet River 
with about 4,000 troops landed from 36 transport ships.

Hunting Season 

Although open season doesn't start for a couple 
weeks, it's never too early to start buying gear and getting 
licenses. Here are some tips for starting off hunting season 
the right way. 

Open Season for Black Bear started September 8 and will 
continue until September 26. Gray squirrel season started 
on September 14 and will continue until January 2, 2010. 
Get a License - Licenses to hunt and fish are required 
of anyone 15 and older. Trapping licenses are required 
of anyone 12 and older (the minimum age to hunt in 
Massachusetts is 12). 

Get a Permit - Permits are required for anyone interested 
in hunting antlerless deer, black bears, wild turkeys, 
migratory game birds, or anyone looking to hunt with 
a crossbow. Permits for hunting these animals were due 
in July, so if you don't have a permit, don't hunt these 
animals. 

Wear Blaze Orange - This isn't just for hunters; this 
rule stands for anyone who enters an outdoor area that 
is a popular hunting spot, or people who live in rural
